A GOVERNOR S POWERS. 

Our contemporary needs a lesaon in 
Constitutional law and usage. Gov- 
ernor Richards' roply to the Yale peo- 
ple offered [ the ."Standard" an oppor- 
tunity for the display of ft rare spocitneu 
of blackguardism on Saturday. The 
specimen was entitled to but one aus- 
w and that answer was-Bilenco. In 
yesterday's "Standard" appeared an- 
other article on the same subject 
couched iu language somewhat more 
decent than its predecessor. In yes- 
terday's article the writer asserts that 
the Ministry are responsible for the 
Governor's sentiments. Our contem- 
porary is either suffering from the 
combined effects of ignorance and an 
ovordoso of Hut-ze-noo, or he id wilfully 
attempting to mislead the public. In 
fie first place wo wore not awaro that the 
Province had made a contract with Gov- 
ernor Richards to construct a railway. 
We always thought that it was Canada 
with which we made the agreement. ^ But 
whatever may be Governor Richards' ex- 
pressed sentiments on the railway or any 
other subject iu roply to a popular ad- 
dress thoy are bis own and no ono else's 
■views. ThVLoearaoveruuieut liavoas 
much to do with the roply of the Gover- 
nor to an address aa thoy would have 
with his reply to an invitation to a din- 
ner-party or a ball. Had the Ministry 
BODOtuted the Governor the Case wotild 
have been widely different. The r.-ply is 
the private expression of the Governor 
and no one else is responsible for its ten- 
or. Quite opportunely we received last 
evening a eopv of the Toronto Mail of the 
10th iriBtV, in which, strange to say, oc- 
curs thofo'.lowing passage as to the powers 
of a Governor: _ 

"It is apparently quite impossible to 
mnlce writers iu English newspapers un- 
derstand the position" occupied by a col- 
ony towards the Imperial Government, or 
by a colonial Governor towards a colony. 
They have not yet discovered that those 
vast territories "which are technically styl- 
ed Dependencies of the British Grown, 
are, when iu possession of representative 
institutions, practically autonomous, and 
that the power of the Colo- 
nial Secretary to enforce his own wishes 
or of n Governor to effectively intervene 
in Colonial administration, is, except in 
peculiar cases, so small as to ho almost in- 
appreciable. Mora especially nro the 
duties and rosnonsihilitios of a Governor 
a mvstery which baffles the usually keen 
sense of English writers. A Governor 
who does not "govern," that is who can- 
not say to any and every ono in his do- 
jninions,"Do this;and ho doeth it," seems 
to them 'an anomalous contradiction. In 
the colony itself, liuwevorj tlieio otvn bo 
no excuse for misapprehension of his Ex- 
cellency's sMus. Thongh regulated by 
an r-nwritten codo the limits of tho Gov- 
ernor's tether are well ascertained; and, 
■circumscribed though they may bo, he is 
not a wise man who attempts to pass 
them, or who even keeps his rope at its 
tightest stretch. That he should not iden- 
tify himself vith any party or constitute him- 
self the champion of even his own Ministers, 
is one of the primary rules of com'uet to 
which he obviously finds it necessary to con- 
form" 

Within tho past few weeks Mr. Elliott 
found it necessary to ask tho resignation 
of one of his Ministers who had oxprossed 
sentiments on tho ruilway question in- 
compatible with the Premier's views. That 
was a. bold and mnnly act. But can the 
Premier ask the Governor to resign, ot 
dictate the tone of his private correspon- 
dence? The idea is too ridiculous for 
serious discussion and could only have 
found lodgement is a disease! or besotted 
brain.

London, Oct. 20 -Tho British 
Cabinot, at its meeting yesterday, 
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decided upon tho policy they have 
of abstaining, for tho present, at least, 
and in this policy thoy have tho support 
of tho press and people. This removes 
from tho consideration of tho chances 
of tho peaco of Europe ono of tho 
elements which, in Wonosday's panic, 
was certainly reckored upon to dis- 
turb tho peaco in case tho Russians 
crossed the Danube. 

London journals seom inclined to 
abandon all hope of tho preservation 
of peace between Russia and Tur'.ey. 
A Berlin newspaper, on tho contrary, 
expresses the opinion that all tho 
Powers of Europe, including England, 
aro equally interested in the conse- 
quences of the failure of their joint 
efforts at Constantinople, and that it 
is unjust to suspect Russia of follow- 
ing tho dictates of her interest. 

Frouch papers ngroo that France 
will do her best to maintain peace, but 
will not take an active part should it 
end iu war.

EUROPE. 
London, Oct. 10 — The Cabinet met 
yesterday with till tlv Minister- 
present. Tbe "Times" says the meet- 
ing was rendered necessary by the 
critical Blate of affairs in Europe, fw 
the negotiations which have occupied 
tbe last twelve months are virtual I;, 
at an end and w;ir between Russia and 
Turkey is supposed to bo unavoidable. 
Evi.in resolution at a time lileo this is 
jnoiii'eijt'jus. The Ministers met onl_\ 
to contirm by common accord th 
conclusions at which the country had 
arrived. If the n suit be negative, so 
far as present action is concerned, thus 
only represents i.he almost unanimous 
desire of the nation. There is to be 
no ultimatum er continent declaration 
of war. There will, moreover, be no 
autumn session of parliament. It 
amounts to only this, tnat the; existence 
of virtual war between Russia unci the 
I'orLe does not create a statu of things 
culling' for our- interference, and that 
wo are uot called upon by the text 
of the treaty or by moral obligation to 
to defend ono of ihoso empires against 
tho other. All wo can seo at present 
is that a war of rneo and religion 
Bufliciently formidable is likely to 
ensue in Eastera Europe. If it was 
a permissible policy to wait and see 
what would come of the struggle bot- 
•yveen the Turks and their rebellious 
subjects, it is not now wrong to stand 
asioe ru.'d await tho development of 
the same contest. England has never 
undertaken to interfere with tho con- 
corns of tofi continent wituout con- 
tinental allies. There is no ground 
for believing that wo should have 
real support from any power in a war 
for tho defence of tho i'mkish States. 
Effectual rosistanco to Kervinu power 
must proceed from Austria and Ger 
jnauy 



EUROPE. 

San Sebastian, Oct, 20 —A decree has 
been issued ordering all civilian-" possess- 
ing arms to deliver ihem to the authori- 
ties within ten days- Troops hace accn- 
pied various forts on the frontiers. 

London - . Oct. 20. — Tliu mnn-of-war 
Chief, carryinor 2fi irnns find rnnorled to 
bo the swiftest vessel iu the Navy, has 
been ordered to reinfurce ttieBiitish ik-et 
atBeoiku hay. 

London, Oct. 22.— A special dispatch 
from Vienna says two large clubs of the 
Couseeutional party in the Austrian 
Reiohstadt the club of the left and the 
club of the progressionists held a silting 
yesterday on the questions to bo put to 
the ministers, respecting the attitude of 
the government upon the Eastern ques- 
tion. The majority of both clnbs declare 
against any iuiervention whatever. Some 
objections as to competency of tho liich- 
stadt in foreign affairs hitheito reserved 
to the deliberation of the Auslro Hunga- 
rian delegation wore over-ruled. 

In tho Servian camp, according to the 
Times' Vienna correspondent, tho idea of 
peace is scouted Fighting continues be- 
fore Saitschar. The Servians under Gon. 
Divertaff, Gen. Tchertu ay oil's, now chief 
of staff aro endeavoring to drive the Turks 
from their positions. The Servians con 
siderably outnumber the Turks; but have 
uot effected anything yet. 

London, Oct. 20.— Tho Pall Mall Ga- 
zette says wo have no faith in tho negotia- 
tions nor tho reported understanding be- 
tween tho powers and do not believe any 
of them have abated their intentions or 
laid aside their jealousies or modified 
their policy. The least sanguine view is 
the safest. All continental bourses to-day 
showed evidence of returning conlidcnoo. 

Raguba, Oct. 21. — Dervish Pasha has 
evacuated Montenegro. The levy cm masse 
which ho recently ordered in Alb.mna 
proved n failure; onlv three hundred men 
were reported. 

Vienna, Oct. 21.— Intelligence received 
hero states that tho Russian war minister 
has ordored tho concentration of tho army- 
corps. The Grand Duke Michael Njco- 
layoike, brother of tho Czar, will take 
command and it is said his staff has alrea- 
dy been formed. 

Constantinople, Oct. 21.— Friday's ar- 
ticle in the London Times containing the 
statement that England was averse to ren- 
dering military assistance to tho Porte 
has produced considerable impression 
here. It is certain that after the Sultan 
has received Gen. I»natiff, tho Russian 
ambassador, there will bo fresh delibera- 
tions at tho divan. 

London, Oct. 21.— A dispatch from 
Vienna says Russia has presented to tho 
Porto her ultimatum embracing in sub- 
stance tho following points: Fust, a six 
weeks' armistice unconditionally; second, 
administrative automity for Bulgaria, 
Bosnia, and Herzegovina; third, execu 
tion of reforms under the supervision of 
commissioners named by the great Pow- 
c s nnd to be protected by nn armed for- 
eign force. 

Tho article in yesterday's Times which 
stated that the I abinet at a meeting on 
rhursday night did nothing that cun jus- 
tify the fears of British participation in 
war, and tba' England is not called upon 
either by text of treaties or by moral ob- 
ligations to interfere was unquestionably 
an official communication. 



Berlin, Oct. 18. — A telegram states 
Russia's telegraphic dispatch rofusing 
tho Porto's proposal is dated- Oct. 
4th and is as follows: Wo regard a six 
months armistice as unnecessary ( and 
[unfavorable to the condition of, tho 
durable peaco which wo desiro. We 
are not in a position to exorcise such 
influence upon Sorvia and Montene- 
gro as to presume to obtain their con- 
sent to such a prolongation in their 
uncertain and difficult position. We 
consider that tho linancial and com- 
mercial condition of Europe, which is 
already unbearable, would suffer still 
more by such postponement.. We 
must insist on an armistico of four or 
six weeks, wi.h a provision that it be 
further prolonged should tho progress 
of negotiations render it necessary. 

A letter from Odessa reports 5|000 
men arrived from the interior of "Rus- 
sia to work on the fortilicatiousof that 
city and other places near the sea 
shone. 

Vienna, Oct. 18. — A correspondent 
of tho "Times" telegraphs: I have 
just boon informed that England, 
France and Italy have doclared their 
acceptance of a live mouths armistice, 
and have appointed delegates to take 
part in drawing up tho line of demar- 
cation. Austria has not yet made her 
declaration. 

A leading editorial in the "Times'"' 
reviewing the situation concludes as 
follows: England's interest is less im- 
mediate than that of Germany, Aus- 
tria and Fiance, aud wo may await 
with equanimity even tho outbreak of 
war; but there may be a point at 
which regard for tho well being uud 
reputation of the British empire would 
necessitate a resolute attitude. 

Ihe "T!«m««'! Belgrade dispatch says 
Germany's attitude is nut a^-i+nnd 
by diplomatists Bismarck is supposed 
to ho billing his time with a viow of 
assisting, if opportunity offers, in the 
disruption of the Austrian empire. 

Vienna, Oet. 18. — A coriospondent 
of tho "Times" says now that there is 
no longer any misunderstanding re- 
garding the real meaning of tho Eng- 
lish indignation meetings over atroci- 
ties iu Bulgaria; it is remembered that 
oven single banded England's oppo- 
sition may be more effectual than any 
other power. Apart from her super- 
iority at soa her laud forces are in a 
very different condition from what thoy 
were at the outbreak of the last East- 
ern war. 

London, Oct. 18, 12:20 P. M. — At 
this hour the stock exchango is greatly 
excited and it is almost impossible to 
give accurate quotations. Russian se- 
curities have declined, making a fall 
of nearly 20 per cent, within a week.

DELAYED ' MoPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Oct 17.— The "Pall Mall 
Quzette" publishes a special from 
Berlin which says the great powers 
have now reverted to Lord Derby's 
earlier proposal to conclude an armis- 
tice for six weeks without conditions 
in order to devise a basis for a treaty 
of peace. 

A dispatch from Vienna says ; It is 
believed in well informed circles hero 
that nn alliance between Austria n<) 
Russia is on the point of beiutf con- 
cluded, according to which Russia, 
if Turkey refuses a short armistice, 
would enter upon military interven- 
tion, while Austria would remain neu- 
tral. Russia would not permanently 
occupy Turkish provinces, but should 
Russia overthrow the Ottoman govern- 
ment, Russia would yield to Austria 
such extension of territory as she might 
claim on grounds of commercial or 
general interest. 

London, Oct. 18. — A telegram from 
Vienna states that the Austrian govern 
ment has not approved of tho Porte's 
proposal for a long armistico. On tho 
contrary, it is understood that Count 
Audrassy will support the steps taken 
by Russia in favor of shorlor armis- 
tice, and will second Russia's action 
It appears unlikely that either I in harmony with tho triple alliancu. 



A coriospondent telegraphs an in- 
terview with Ristics, the Servian prime 
minister, in which tho latter stated a 
resumption of hostilities in which Rus- 
sia will participate is certain. 

All Russians in Paris under tho ngo 
of 10 have been ordered home. 

Russia has issued a circular note an- 
nouncing that in tho interest of hu- 
manity sho feels bound to march the 
troops into Bulgaria and Armenia. 
There uro 82,000 men atCampo Bendo 
and 0-1,000 around Titlis. Austria's 
Eastern pblicy will conform to that of 
Russia and Germany. 

London, Oct. 18.— The now Russian 
ironclad Rotor the Great, is to leave 
Cronstadt immediately for tho Mediter- 
ranean. 

London, Oct. 18. — The "Globe" says 
a completo panic prevails ou tho stock 
exchange. The news of Russia's ap 
parent determination to make war on 
Turkey has continued the fears which 
for several days have depressed the 
market, and culminated tp day in an 
indiscriminate pressure for salo of all 
descriptions of stock, not only by spec- 
ulators stimulating pnnic fours, but by 
bona tide holders of securities, and the 
pressure forcing othors, there was at 
the opening a further serious decline 
m quot itions, and it was difficult to 
obtain prices at which bargains could 
be effected, the fluctuation being so 
great and frequent. The changes in- 
cluded a reduction of 2 in Hungarian, 
1:[ IIJ Turkish, 2 iu Egyptian, Li in I ah 
lau and less, but considerable decline 
in nil st a ks.

London, Oct. IS -The Times editorial' 
ly savs the hopes we liavo so anxiously 
ohorished must, wo fej.r, bo at length 
abandoned, aud we must roooguizo tho 
Tact that negotiations aro practically at 
an end, and that the two belligerents are 
now face to face in Europe Turkey must 
bo left to her fate. 

Tho lr lily Telegraph in a leading article 
snys: England, much as she loves and de- 
sires peace, must w.imo war from end to 
end of t'io world rather than permit the 
Ru-sian flag W behoided at Constanti- 
nople. Lord Derby justly said that for 
British interests the Eastern quesHen 
cento rod in Constantinople, and wo hold 
it cl'.".'.r to all sensible and resolute Eng- 
lishmen that at the fust overt invasion of 
Turkish teriitory thu British Hoot, with 
tho assent of tho Sultan, should most as- 



suredly cast anchor in tho Golden Horn. 
Those to whom such a step might appear 
like holp for theTurks may take comfort, 
for it would simply bo an act to securo 
British security and accomplish it in the 
name of and for the protection of British 
rights. If it were not done, Asia, from 
"cutari to Shanghai, would know nnd 
Toclaim immediately that wo had abdi- 
cated tho aceptro of tho East, and com- 
merce along all our Oriental linos would 
bo at the mercy of a future Black Sea 
squadron. 

The Standard's dispatch from Belgrade 
says th.ero.is some talk of a proposal for 
armistico until Deo. 31. It matters little 
what proposal is made, it is tho opinion 
of well-informed people that Russia is 
boat ou carrying on tho war until sho 
gains a clear road to Constantinople; only 
tho armed coalition of Europe will make 
her swerve. It is tedious to repeat this 
everyday; but it cannot ho too strongly 
impressed on Europe that preparations 
aro making in Servia utterly inconsistent 
with tho pacific professions which the St. 
Poturuburg cabinet may put forth. 

The Times says that plans for the de- 
fence of Constantinople, prepared by tho 
Royal Engineers, havo been forwarded to 
the admiral commanding tho British fleet 
in Besika Ray. 

London, Oct. 19 — A Paris correspon- 
dent of tho Times report that symptoms 
of accord between Russia aud Germany 
become evident, nnd unfortunate Austria, 
plaqed between her formidable neighbors 
must ultimately obey Ihem. Thu only 
thing which keeps Russia back is that 
Austria's neutrality is not enough for her. 
She wants Austria's oo-operation. Prance 
and England are the only powers that de- 
sire peace. The Russian programme 
which will now be put forward is ono 
which Turkey will rather fall bythesword 
than accept. England and Franco should 
lime an understanding and force their 
peaceful views on Turkey. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
that Lord Loftus, British ambassador to 
Russia, will shortly p oe'eed to Livadia. 
This is regarded as a svmptom of a pro- 
bable uiulorsiantllug uolweuu Eugland 
and Russia. 

London, Oct. 20 — The Times corres- 
pondent at Paris says there is no doubt 
of the oomploto accord between Russia, 
Germany and Austria. It can easily be 
seen that. England and Franc i will not 
break their neutrality, therefore Russia 
only Ihib Turkey to face. What Russia 
wants is now known and* the Ottoman 
cabinet will probably resign themselves 
to it. Russia wishes the absolute inde- 
pendence of .Sorvia, tho recognized inde- 
pendence of Montenegro with an exten- 
sion of territory, nnd the annexation of 
the port of Spezzia, nnd the political and 
administrative autonomy of Bosnia, Her- 
zegovina and Bulgaria. She wishes to 
strip off Bessarabia, taken from her in 
18f)0, and to have the liberty of tho Dar- 
danelles established. 

London, Oct. 19 — A collision occurred 
to-day off Flushing between tho steamers 
Switzerland from New York, and tho 
Greece from Liverpool. The latter sank. 

Plymouth, Eng., Oct. 20 — Orders have 
been received at Davenport dockyards to 
complete repairs on the four turret ships 
Cyclops, Hydra, Gorgon and Hecate, each 
carrying four guns, and ironclad steamer 
Agineourt, carrying 128 guns. Three com- 
posite gun vessels aro building hero, and 
two ships in private yards arc being pre- 
pared for the commission. 

Beloii.vde, Oct. 20 — Serious fighting 
took p'aco near Salichnir, Tuesday and 
Wcduesday. Tho Turks are trying to 
force their way to Paratchin , whence their 
inarch to Belgrade would only bo inter- 
rupted by weak fortifications at Ohnpria. 
Wetfther has suddenly changed from tro- 
pical heat to heavy rain, gales and cold. 
This favors the Servians. 

Constantinoi'lu, Oct, 20 — Gen. Igna- 
tiolV, the Russian ambassador, will present 
his credentials to the Sultan to day. It 
is believed that negotiations are about to 
reopen between tho Porte and the ambas- 
sadors of the Powers on tho basis of the 
English proposals. 

Belgrade, Oct. 20— It was rumored 
hero on Wednesday that 20,000 Russians 
hud crossed tho Prnth. The French 
Italian and Austrian Consul Generals 
went to Oshovia to ascertain if the report 
was true, but no confirmation has come. 

London, Oct. '20 — A dispatch from Vi- 
enna says the Turks at Gaitscbar repulsed 
the Servians and have driven them to tho 
plateau at Kopetft, and it is said they now 
intend marching on Parutiohan. Itisgen- 
erajly conceded certain here ibattho Czar 
has boon overborne in the Livjdian coun- 
cils by tbe predispositions of t no Empress 
Czarowiteh and Prince Gortsuhakoff. all 
of whom favor the views of tho national 

party.

This par- 
ty, under command of Mr. G-amsby, has 
beun duritifr the past season engaged in a 
resurvoy of the lino for the projected 
railway through the Homatbco Canyon 
and towards the Cbilcoten plains. From 
all we can learn in connection with tho 
work performed tho snrvoy has been pro- 
ductive of most favorable results, much 
hotter than were obtained from tho origi- 
nal surveys, and sufficiently encouraging 
to warrant the conclusion that Buto Iulot 
Will bo the adopted route fur the railway. 

The Drydock.

Tho makers 
of the machiuory are tho well-known Arm

The bark Helarion arrived at Esqui- 
mau on Sunday last consigned to Messrs.

She left Lon- 
don on Juno 2nd and made tho voyage but 
in 142 days experiencing fair weather 
nearly all tho time. Amongst her freight 
i-ho brings the pumping machinery for 
tho drydock and a quantity of naval 
stores.

Shipwbeok. — Tho British shin Eydall 
Hall, from Cardiff for San Francisco with 
coal, was wrecked on tho 16th inst., by 
striking rocks not far from tho entrance 
to San Frauoisco harbor.

Prayer in the school-room is 
under a ban, but it seems to mo that 
prayer is an instinct of our nature and 
that people totflpray. 1 am comparatively 
a stranger in the country; but I havo 
loarued that your people aro notably a 
pray ing people. I havo hoard a great deal 
of praying, and some very strange prayers, 
uttered without regard to manner, timo 
or placo; and I beard even tho school 
boys on tho play ground pray with re- 
markable unction. With such prayers I 
havo no sympathy, ns I beliovo they do 
not benr lit the individual or tho commun- 
ity, ami 1 think it would ho much hotter 
to have "everything douo decently and in 
good order."

Religious Exercises in Schools— a 
Candid Confession. 

Editor Colonist: — As we havo not been 
favored with a copy of tho School Act of 
1870 in this school district we are not in 
a position to have an intelligent under- 
Btiinding of its provisions ami require- 
ments, but according to the general tenor 
of the discussions which; recently appear- 
ed in the city press, and which resulted in 
Mr. Nicholson's resignation as master of 
tho High School, wo aro given to under- 
stand that no prayer or religions teaching 
can be tolerated in tho school rooms; and 
that whosoovor offers either is noting in 
"opposition to tho School Act" and sap- 
ping tho foundation of our school system. 
Not aware tiiat the- Act had attained to 
such a degree of ultraism, it was my 
practice hitherto to open and close the 
exorcisos of oaqh day with prayer, accord 
ing to tho lecOmmendations contained in 
tho last copy of the School Act, received 
viz., "Annual Report" for ln7f>. What 
amount of guilt I havo incurred by so 
doing, I do not know, but I hope it is not 
very great on tho ground that "where 
thero is no law thore is no transgression;" 
aud as every person interested In tho 
school seemed to bo aatlslied, and I heard 
no complaints until very recently, and 
those emanated from outside quarters, I 
feel justified in pursuing tho course I did 
pursue,, I volunteer to bocomo my own 
accuser in ordor to obviate tho> necessity 
of others performing that unpleasant 
duty. I must also in candour acknow- 
ledge that I have oooupiod a considerable 
portion of timo in giving religiouu iu- 
structions. I taught my pupils that God 
is the Creator and Governor of the uni- 
verse, and that it is our duly to fear, love 
and obey him, I taught them that tho 
(Holy Bible is God's Book, and that we 
should read it with revorenco aud obey 
its precepts. I taught thorn that God 
sent his Son into tho world to nave ns and 
that those who love and serve him will bo 
happy with him for over. J taught them 
sovorul Biblo auoedotos, relating to tho

tion of your New Westminster contempo- 
rary is most likely premature, but if they 
aro "pleased with a feather" let them en- 
joy Ihemselves, 

The statesmen of Canada deservo praise 
for their determination to thoroiiRhly 
know tho country 'ore locating tho line. 
Depend on it, they know better than any 
of us the comparative merits of the sev- 
eral explored routes, and the intrinsic val- 
ue of the different sections of our Pro- 
vince. 

Inasmuch as this British transcontinen- 
tal railway is a work, in our limited hu- 
man view, for all time— an intended ac- 
commodation for all parts of tho Empire, 
and -especially for the millions of British 
North Americans who are soon, lot us 
hope, to inhabit tho Groat Northwest 
from Manitoba to tho Pacilic shore, by so 
much aro the men iu power at Ottawa 
bound by every consideration — personal, 
as regards their own reputations now and 
with posterity — Provincial, Dominional, 
and Imperial — to select run rest eoutk, 
whatever it may cost, knowing that only 
the BEST will answer tho desired oud of 
placing the Empire, nautioally, strategi- 
cally, and commei-Liially in tho most fa- 
vorable position possible on the Pacifio 
front of our Northwest American possess- 
ions. Who that knows the facts can deny 
that Esquimalt alone of our harbors of- 
fers this position. Who can reasonably 
gainsay that the Canadian Pacific Bail- 
road should have its western terminus at 
Esquimalt, if Britons in tho future aro to 
have a fair shake in commercial competi- 
tion with their American cousins qf the 
Flicnn Straits, Admiralty Inlet and Pugot 
Sound all having much safor navigation 
than that of tho Haro Arclupolugo, the 
Georgian Q nil', and the dangerous nar- 
rows by which Burrard Inlet is by steam - 
tugged sailing ships and ftoamors ap- 
proachable. Our astute and enterprising 
cousins across tho border, suffering like 
ourselves under commercial depression, 
and now engrossed with a Presidents! 
election, will soon again let tho world 
know what they propose regarding north- 
ern railroads to tho Paoifio. They most 
probably will prolong tho lino from Ta- 
coma to Holmes harbor on Whidby Is- 
land. From Teniuo, some sixtooq miles 
S. E. of Olympia, a rail way can at no 
great cost be constructed to Port 'i'own- 
sond, and any ono from a stoamor's deak 
can see now easily such a lino could ba 
prolonged to tho safe and largo harbor of 
Ediz Hook or Eos Angeles or tho Fucan 
Straits, just opposite Esquimalt, from 
which it is some sovouteen miles distant. 

With American railway tornilm at 
Holmes' harbor and at Los Angolos, as 
thore may be, ere the twentieth contury is 
out of its teens, if not aooiior, whore 
woufd British domnjeroo on tho North 
American Pacific bo with its only railway 
terminus away up amongst tho coast 
mountains »t Burrard Inlet, which, com- 
pared with Esquimalt, has limited aooom- 
mo.hi Ion for shipping aud that not all of 
tho first order. 

For more than n quarter of a contnry 
"Pugot Sound," tho name nowadays g}jen 
to all the inland sens of the United Slates 
south of, and coi nooting with tho Straits 
de Fuea, has been an OYor-inoreasiug 
resort for merohantman. It has had dur- 
ing that time a very small record of mari- 
time disasters. The somo cannot bo aver- 
red of Burrard Inlet, whero thoro have 
been two sawmills for boiuo twelve years. 
Will not commorcft always seek the sufost 
routes ? and , in tho nil-important pointB 
of safely and ease of aooess in thoro, can 
there be any comparison between Esqui- 
malt and Bui ra -tl Inlet ? 

Esquimalt with its graving dock and,n(i 
surely will soon lie tlio oaso, with facili- 
ties for loading tho largest ship with coal 
in, from two to fo.ur days, will afford a 
splendid geographical position for adven- 
turous Britoua, whether of tho old is- 
lands, of Canada, of Australia, desirous of 
engaging in tho commerce ol tho North- 
west Paoifio, 

In advantages of position Esquimalt 
will equal a:iy other port north o( 
tho equator, and will surpass all but Knu 
Francisco, for with tho terminus will sho 
not in the future havo as an immediate 
"back country" for trado in tho Pacilic 
tho coal and iron districts of Vancouver 
Island, the mainland of British Columbia 
with its manifold resources, and, laBt 
though greatest, tho vast agricultural 



areas of tho south and north Saskatche- 
wan, and of Peace Itiver ? 

Now, Mr. Editor, that tho railway sur- 
veys west of tho Hookies approach com- 
pletion, tho all-important question of the 
terminus on the Paoifio looms up in all 
its pristino maguitnde, and demands tho 
most sorious consideration of thoso in Ot- 
tawa and London charged with tho mo- 
mentous duty of its solution. That it is 
a mat r of tho most vital consequence 
the Engineeriu-Chief, Mr. Sand ford 
Floming makes manifest in his Railway 
Report of January 1871, wherein in lay- 
ing down principles for tho guidanco of 
projected surveys ho writes as follows at 
page (3: 

"Primarily it is necessary, to discover 
tho best way of piorcing tho mountain 
chains, but it is scarcely less important ( tho 
italics aro mine) that the terminating point 
on the seaboard should be easily reached by 
the largest class of vessels that now or here- 
after may navigate the Pacific Ocean." 

Again, at pago 10— "Third, that tho 
greatest possible energy should bo brought 
to bear on tho work of exploration in tho 
western region iu order to discover with 
as little dolay as possible a praotienblo 
lino for the Railway through tho Rocky 
Mountain Zone; a lino which would prove 
tho shortest and least expensive, which 
would best serve the interests of the country, 
(italics mine) AND LEAD TO THE 
MOST ELIGIBLE HARBOR ON THE 
PACIFIC COAST." 

In order that the pointed significance of 
tho foregoing words of Chief Engineer 
Fieming may come homo to all it must 
now bo mentioned that that gentleman in 
1872 visited this Province and for himself 
examined into the comparative merits as 
sites for tho western rail way terminus of 
Esquimalt and Burrard Inlet. 

In all kindness I commend considera- 
tion of Mr. Fleming's above quoted words 
to tho "able editors" who educate public 
opinion on tho banks of the mighty Fra- 
sor, assuring them at tho same timo of tho 
sincere dosiro of all Vaneouvoriaii" to pro- 
mote legitiniato M-i«iuiia interests, no 
matter where tho exigencies of sound rea- 
son, or in othor words, of common souse, 
may necessitate tho location of tho west- 
ern terminus of our great railway. 

I am certain, Mr. Editor, that when 
Chief Engineer Fleming in his report 
wrote of the desirability of finding "tho 
least exponsivo" route, I19 never for a mo- 
ment lost sight of efficiency as a consider- 
ation of consummate importance. Wo need 
a railway lino to compete with tho best 
our American cousins and sharp commer- 
cial rivals can possibly adopt in these 
northorn seas. The best always costs 
most, but it suits best, and succeeds host. 

In tho matter of cost, Englnnd, that has 
so much induced Confederation east and 
west, and that, if wo may judge from ro- 
cont utterances of her prominent states- 
men and of her press, feels her own abid- 
ing interests and future progress to bo 
bound up in the promotion of closer con- 
nection with the colonies — England, if, as 
wo must suppose, thus minded, will sure- 
ly aid her daughter Canada financially iu 
furtherance of the (to tho Dominion alone) 
colossal work. England's honor and hor 
wolfaro as well aro concerned iu its sue 
cosBful completion, and in its progress 
tending to speedily promote colonization 
of the valuable countries through which 
tho railway is to be constructed. It is 
high time that England should make man- 
ifest that she is no longer to bo half- 
hearted in regard to bor North American 
interests. Enough has boon lost in the 
past from this cause. 

What a pity that owing to unhappy ex- 
asperations ou both sido between Canada 
and Columbia, Esquimalt, with foreign 
war imminent, is not now prepared tosup- 
ply with coal by railroad the navy of 
Great Britain and of all her allies.
